he The materiel vhich arrived at Travfurt/Oder from the south between 12 and 
25X1C 18 October included 21 heavy tanks and SP guns and trucks of the 7th Guards 

Yochanized Division. This natcriel also included 27 trucks with AA guns which 
+ may have belonged to the 32nd AAA Division. 


S, Preparations for the evacuation of the Fittstock manocuvre arca have been 
observed since 10 October. Tanks were loaded on trains at the Dranse rail- 
road station before 17 October. ‘The main and secondary roads in the Schveinrich- 
Pricewalk area were blocked to civilian traffic by Russian military personnel 
on 17 and 16 Cetober. 


6G. On 12 October, 11 heavy tan':s were unloaded from a train at Neurunpin. One 
train carrying troops of the First Mechanised Division stood in the Heuruvpin 
railroad station on 13 October. ‘This train later vent toward Neustadt. Six , 
troop trains allegedly passed through Ueurppin during the night of 13 October. 
On 15 October, 17 heavy tan:s were loaded onto a train in Altrupnin for ship- 
nent toward Heustedt. On 13 October, one train carrying tanks of the 12th 
Guards Tan: Division passed throush Neurappin ct 1015 hours and went tovard 
Teustect.e At the sane tine, another train was loaded with 19 tans in Ueuruppin. 
On 16 October, a train vitich carried tanks was unloaded at remem railroad 
25X1C station. 
eal 7a On 16 Cctobor, two troop ti'.ins carrying tania, vehicles and equirnent vere 
soen at Heilizengrabe rallroad station. Tuecy appeared to have been loaded 
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On 17 October, one train which carried 35 tanks passed through Stendal and 
went toward the west. ; 


Between 16 and 16 October, an undetermined number of troops detrained at 
Rathenow, The froup, waich had some elements of the Sixth Artillery Division 
and $0 artillery pieces, moved into Wald Kaserne Number One. 


On Lh October, one train carrying trucks of headquarters units of the Fourth 
Guards Wochanized Army was dispatched from Eberswalde to the north. 


MMMM Comient: The above information supports the previous assumption that 
units of the Soviet army were leaving their troop-training grounds and were 
returning to their home stations by 15 October. Some units apparently con= 
ducted combinedearms exercises on their way to these stations, The destina~ 
tion of the trains which passed through Neuruppin could not be determined. 
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
